Election Sheriffs 

A list of judges, clerks, and sheritl's for the va- 
rious precincts in Jeflerson county and the city, 
has been published by the city pres.s. The Judges 
and clerks were lawfully appointed by the county 
court; but the sheriffs named have been designated 
contrary to law, if nut to subvert the ]iurposes of 
the law ill securing a fair election. We under- 
stand that these appointments of sherifts were 
made by Capt. Megowan.

The “Old Log Cabin” Burned to the Ground -Nar* 
row Escape of Col. Taylor and Family. 

THs “old fog cabin,” so famous in political bis- 
tofT, has g$o« at last ! It was the residence of 
Oeii. HarnsoB, at North Bend, about fifteen miles 
below the city, when he was nominated fer Ppfisi- 
i dent, aud was made famous by a thousand strngs 
I in tbe campaign of 1840. Miniature imitations 
were erected in every corner of the land, aud 
praises of 

“The Rough Log Cabin, 

That tells et olden time,” 

were upon every tongue, and probably had quite 
as mo<m infinenee in the eieetion as any other 
subject that was canvassed. But its “latchstring” 
has disappeared at last! 

We have no minute details of the confiagration, 
but learn from passeugers who arrived by the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railroad yesterday moruiug, 
between one and two o’clock, that as the train ar- 
rived at North Bend, the old log cabin was envel 
oped iu flames, and that its destructiou was com- 
plete. It was occupied by Col. Wm. H. H. Taylor 
I who married a daughter of Geu. llarrisou ) and 
family, and we learn that such was tbe rapid pro- 
gress of the tire, and so late its discovery, that 
the members of the household barely escaped in 
their night clothes! Of course nothing was saved 
in the way ot furniture or documents, and the 
probability is, that many valuable papers, left by 
President Harrison, together with articles cher- 
ished as relics of the Old Hero, aud of the early 
history of the West, Lave been destroyed with the 
building. The onlv portrait of Mrs. Harrison in 
existence (painted W Beard) with two or three of 
the General, taken at different periods of his life, 
are also probably destroyed. 

Mrs. Harri.son, the widow of President Harri- 
son, fortunately was not in the dwelling; the ven- 
erable lady at’ present being at the residence of 
Hon. J. Scott Harrison, a son ol Gen. H., a few 
miles beyond tbe old homestead. 

North Bend is not only famous as the unpre- 
tending residence of President Ilarrisun, but oc- 
cupies no mean jiosition in Western history. It 
vas tlie first lauding place of John ClevesSymms, 
the original patentee of the land between the two 
Miamis, and was at one time regarded as tbe rival 
of Cincinnati or “Fort Washington*” At North 
Bend, Judge Hyni ms projected the great “Miami 
City,” and went so far as to map out streets, 
lawns, public squares, and all the arrangements 
for a city of the first magnitude; but a fortunate 
incident turned the tide m favor of the present 
site of our flourishing metropolis, and “North 
Ileud” has ever since remained a beautiful rural 
retreat from the dust, impurities, aud busy throng 
of the Hty. — Oin. Gazelle, 26.

LE.tvtxtvoRTi!, July ‘23. — I>espatchea per U. S. 
express to Boouville say : .\n express from Gen. 
Harney’s head-quarters at Colton Wood Spring.'*, 
on the 14th, brings a copy of the general order 
is.sued by Harney July 12ih, on receipt of instruc- 
tions from Gen. Scott, for the disposition of the 
Utah forces. Col. Munroe, with the 4th artillery 
and two companie.s of dragoons, i.s to remain in 
the District of Platte. Col. May is ordered to 
Uke post at Fort Kearney, with three companies 
of aiTillery and one of drugooua. Two companies 
of the 1st cavalry, under Maj. Sedgwick, repair at 
once to Fort Kiley. Six companies of the same 
command, under Col. Suiuiicr, concentrate at 
Kearney for service ou the plains. Two compa 
nies of the same regiment, now in Utah, to go to 
Fort Kiley. Lieutenant-Colonel Johnstoii is re- 
lieved from duty a.s Inspector General of tlie Utah 
forces and directed to take command at Fort Riley. 
Surgeon Wright return.s to St. I.a>uis. Major 
Brown, of the pay department, is stationed at 
Kearney. Assistant Surgeon Smith is assigned 
duty with the tirst cavalry; Assislant-Surgeon 
Swift with two companies of the 4th artillery, in 
the vicinitv of Cotton M'ood Springs. Captain 
Simpson, ^of the Topographical Engineers, pro- 
ceeds to Utah, under the movements directs in 
orders Xo. 17. A detachment of recruits, about 
3<>tj strong, under Major Backus, left Fort l.,eaveu- 
worth on the ‘2lst for Mexico. 

Mr. Livingston, an old trader on the plains, ar- 
rived last night Irom Salt Lake City, with dates 
of JuneSOtli. The army had marched from the 
capital for Cedar Valley, 4o miles below. Brig- 
ham 1 oung and the heads of Ihe Mormon Church 
had returned to the city, aud the people, en masse, 
were following them. All was quiet in the valley. 
.<ome returned teamsters are circulating reports 
of rich gold deposits in the vicinity of St. Ver- 
din's tort. These statements do not receive full 
credit in the absence of information from authen- 
tic sources. 

From Salt Lake City. 

,St. Loris, July 26. — I) ispatebes from St. Jo- 
seph, dated - 22 d, per steamer 1). A. January, state 
that advices from Salt Lake City to July Sd, have 
been received. 

The Mormons had all returned to the city and 
to their homes in ditlerent parts of the terri- 
tory. 

Gen. Johnston passed through the city with his 
horses, and encamped thirty, miles on Ihe other 
side. 

There are no troops in the city. 

The Government officers are duly installed in 
their various offices, aud are preparing for the 
proper discharge of their duties. 

Brigham Young is anxious to be tried on the 
charge of treason, but insists that the jury shall 
con.sist of Mormons only. 

From Waahington. 

Washington-, July 26. — Alfred M. Lay has been 
appointed U. S. Attorney for the Western District 
of Missouri. The Secretary of the Navy has de- 
cided against the reouest of the Collins* Line to 
make Portland the Western terminus of the line.
